Q.— In your answer to T. O. W. you 
seem to overlook the church’s teaching 
that Jesus' second advent occurred at 
Pentecost. 
(Believer.) 
Answer.—For many centuries the 
teaching of the church was as you 
have suggested, ii ut ii men began to no­ 
tice that through John the Revelator, 
over forty years ofter Pentecost, our 
Lord sent the message that He was 
coming again (uot a third time) to do 
the work He had all along promised 
them would be done at His second ad­ 
vent (Revelation 22:12). While this or 
i*or evidently belongs'to the dark ages, 
there was a somewhat .similar diffi­ 
culty In the minds of the Thessaloni­ 
ans at the time of the writing of the 
Apostle’s second epistle, about twenty 
years after Pentecost 
Ile assured 
them (2 Thessalonians 2:1-4) that the 
falling away of the dark ages must 
come first, the spirit of pride which 
overcame some iu the apostle’s day 
must do its evil work. 
The man of 
sin must set himself up as God. 
The 
apostle was bearing in mind the Lord’s 
great prophesy—Wars and rumors of 
wars, 
pestilences, 
famines, 
earth­ 
quakes, and even coldness and indif­ 
ference on the part of Christians—a 
greater Io\e for the world than for 
God; all these things must first come; 
but they are merely the beginning of 
sorrows (Matthew 24:1-14). The climax 
will be reached in the “time of trouble 
such as was not since there was a na­ 
tion?” (verse 21). 
We were pf course 
very foolish in supposing that all this 
happened In the ten days between the 
ascension and Pentecost. 
Some think 
of the Lord’s sect lid advent as having 
occurred at the destruction of Jerusa­ 
lem.

$8 JOBS FOR THESE WOMEN 


Closing of St. Louis Resorts to 
suit in Offers of Work. 


Re­ 


st. Louis, Mo., Jan. 29.—All the 
women of the segregated vice dis­ 
tricts of this city who will be will­ 
ing to take honest employment after 
the closing of the resorts by the po­ 
lice on March I will be hired for va­ 
rious tasks at a minimum wage of $8 
a week. 
This statement was made in an ad­ 
dress here yesterday by Dr. Wilbur 
F. Crafts, of Washington, D. C., su­ 
perintendent of the International Re­ 
form bureau. 
The speaker said the 
women would be found work by a so­ 
ciety recently organized for That pur­ 
pose 
by 
Stanley Finch, who is in 
charge 
of 
the 
federal 
campaign 
against white slavery. 
“The social evil is a direct expense 
of $21 a year to every family in the 
United States, whether living in the 
city or country,” Dr. Crafts told the 
City club. 
“In addition to this, 12 
per cent of all disease is traceable to 
the evil.” 
Dr. Crafts predicted that the aboli­ 
tion of the vice district of St. Louis 
would raise rather than lower the val­ 
ue of real estate on the street.
